THERE is but one lever IJospitnl in the county of Antrim receivino- public aid It is 
in the town of Belfast, and even it is not exc/usiveli/ for the reception of fever patients but 
is connected with a dispensary. ^ ’ 

The following is a copy of a Return made to me by its Treasurer : 

“ From the table of admissions and deaths annually published, it apiiears that lAzr, 
patients rn/cuer have been admitted into the fever wards from the 1st of January 1820 
inclusive, to the 1st of January 1832; and of these 95 have died, and 1,430 discharged 



“ An accurate estimate cannot be formed of the total expenditure of these 1 525patients 
as no separate account is kept of what is exclusively expended in the fever department of 
the Hwpital. Much of the income is laid out in providing medicine for the extern poor 
of the Dispensary, whose numbers, on an average for the last tliree years, fell little short of 
5,000 annually. 

_ " A large portion of the expenditure of the Hospital is caused by the reception of sur- 
gical and medical patients, who are received when a decrease of fever leaves room for the 
admission of such cases. An estimate, however, was made some years ago of the cost 
of each fever patient, exclusive of buildings, furniture, apothecary’s salary, wages and 
maintenance of servants; and it then appeared that the sum chargeable to each would be 
about 10s. 6d. Taking this, then, as a ground-work for the present calculation, it will 
appear that the total expenditure of 1,525 patients, exclusive of buildings, furniture, &c. 
amounts to 800 /. 125. 6d. If, however, the expense of servants, and the salary of the 
apothecary, be added, the expense of each fever patient may reasonably be estimated 
at 1 5 s. 

“ Four surgeons and four physicians have been in attendance, who, together with seven 
physicians and seven surgeons connected with the Dispensary, have hitherto acted gra- 
tuitously. The only medical officer in the establishment who receives a salary is the apo- 
thecary at 50/. per annum; he, in addition to compounding and dispensing the medicine 
lor the Hospital, acts also as a resident house surgeon.”

A Fever Hospital was built here diirlrtg the spring of the year 1831, intended for the 
reception of 40 patients ; the expense of building was about 390 L ; 19s. of which was 

obtained by presentment from the grand jury of the county, and 199 1 . ~s. 8 ^ d. by private 
subscriptions ; leaving the building committee considerably in debt. On the 1st of January 
'•832, previous to the last March assizes, another subscription was entered into, amountiiio' to 
17L 4s., and a presentment was granted at that assizes for that sum, amounting to 34/. • 
making in all, since the 1st January last, 51 1 . 4 s., of which the committee, after paying ilie 
debt due of them, hope about 20/. will be available for furniture, bedding, &c., a sum 
totally inadequate for the purpose. In consequence of the expenses of building, and the 
further sum required for supplying the Hospital with bedding and furniture, there are as 
yet no funds available for supporting the sick in fever. Notwithstanding the want of funds 
bedding, furniture, &c., 31 patients have been admitted since the month of May last sun’ 
ported by their friends, 2 of wliom died. ‘ ‘ 

The physician has been allowed nothing for his attendance, having as yet no funds 
to spare.
